Fire — Funeral. 
S u tte e C reek , May 19:h.— Tne roof cf the 
molding department of Knight & Co.’s 
foundry took tire from a biast that was being 
run off ab/ut -4 o’clock this afternoon, but 
wa9 extinguished before any serious damage 
was done. 
The funeral of Dr. Charles Y. B tow d, the 
leading physioian of the county, took place 
here yesterday from the residence of his 
mother, under the auspices of the Masonic 
Order. 
The Majors Trial. 
S an Jose, May 19th.—There have been no 
new developments in the Majors trial. Show­ 
ers has been on the stand most of the day 
making his statement, with which the public 
ara familiar.

A Sadden Death. 
P etalu m a, May 19tb.—Simeon T. Mor­ 
rison, a young man residing on San Antonio 
creek, who was seen uponjhe streets yester­ 
day, died suddenly upon his return home, of 
heait disease.

■Scarcity or Coal. 
S an F ran cisco , May 20 h.—In conse­ 
quence of reports sent out some time ago of 
tne failure of crops, few vessels were char­ 
tered in England to load coal for this market, 
the owners preferring to send their ships to 
India, and thus causing a scarcity of foreign 
coals. The stocks of domestic coal are also 
low, because of the few shipments from Seat­ 
tle, where improvements in the mines Lave 
been recently going on.

Two Mexicans, who had been seen in com­ 
pany with the injured man last evening, have 
been arrested. 
ARIZONA. 
Escape oi Convicts, 
Y cm a, May 19th.—Five prisoners escaped 
from the Territorial Penitentiary last night. 
The guards have teen hunting them all day, 
but unsuccessfully. The officials are very 
reticent as to the escape, but enough is 
known, however, to warrant the assertion 
that three of the five who escaped were mem­ 
bers cf the gang in the late trouble at the 
penitentiary. AH are hard cases. Humors 
aro afloat that they were aided by some un­ 
known persons on the outside. All are well 
armed. 
Saved from Self-Destrnclion. 
T ccson, May 19!h.—John R Sloan, while 
laboring under a fit of delirium tremens, at­ 
tempted suicide to-day by sawing his throat 
with the broken edge of an old tin can. 
When it was taken from him he thrnst his 
fingers into the partially severed windpipe 
and endeavored to tear it oper, but he was 
secured by irons and his not necessarily t rial 
wounds dressed. He had been married but 
three days. Sloan is about 30 years of age. 
Escapejl Prisoner* Recaptured. 
T ccson, May 20th.—The five prisoners who 
escaped from the Territorial Penitentiary on 
Friday night have been recaptured. J. B. 
Hume, chief detective of Wells, Fargo & Co., 
arrived this morning. He states that Captain 
Meeding, with a number of prison-guards. 
were on the east-bound train last evening, 
sitting on either side of the platform. When 
abont six miles west of Adonde they saw the 
five eecapes, in company with several 
mounted Indians. 
On reaching Adonde, 
Meeding and the guards got off, went back, 
surprised and captured the escapes, and re­ 
turned with them to Yuma. All were Amer­ 
icans—Allen W. Banks, burglary, term five 
and a half years ; John Brocks, robbery, six 
years ; Edward William?, manslaughter, five 
years; Wm. Warth, robbery, ten years; 
Frederick Carter, robbery, eix years. 
NEW MEXICO. 
Riddling a Saloon with Ballets. 
S ocorro, May 19th.—Jim Cnrry, who 
made a reputation in Texas several yesrs ago 
by killing Porter, the actor, had a difficulty 
yesterday at San AntOnir, a village below 
Socorro. He has been keeping a saloon 
called the Mountain Queen, and paid his bar­ 
keeper, who began to spend his pay in a rival 
saloon.

V ic to ria , May 19th.—It is now asserted 
that the Chinaman repoit-d killed during the 
attack on tho Chineas camp, was really fa­ 
tally wounded during the fight in the day­ 
time. It is asEcrted th at he clim bed up tbe 
back of one of the white men and began to 
chew his ear, when the white man reached 
arouBd, gT^bbed the Chinaman by his pigtail 
and beat him on the head with a club. "The 
Cbioaman then seized a rock to hit his antag­ 
onist, when the latter knocked him down 
with a nickhaiidle. bursting his head. 
Yesterday, at Lytton, two of the white 
rioter? were committed for trial on a charge 
of murder. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
Judge Toohy was able to hold a short 
session of his Court Saturday. 
Dr. P. F. Auguste Alera has been ap­ 
pointed to the Board of Health. 
Saturday Custom-house officers seized 
§300 worth of Chineas wearing apparel on 
the City of Tokio. 
The schooner 
B. Heywood collided 
with the tugboat Sea King Saturday and 
snstained serious damage. 
One of the oldest and most popular 
libraries in the city, the Odd Fellows’, 
will be compelled to close its doors on July 
1st, on account of straitened financial 
circumstances. 
Superintendent Lowney has notified 
property owners on Larkin street, between 
Market and McAllister, that they must 
begin to repair that street within ten days 
or suffer arrest. 
The Immigration Association reports 
1,737 arrivals for tbe week ending Satur­ 
day. Forty more left Council Bluff’s on 
the 15th, and the agent there says he ex­ 
pects an increase of business during the 
next two months over anything in the past. 
Never before has the clerical force at the 
Postoffice been put to eucli exeriions as it 
was on Thursday last. Usually tbe regu­ 
lar mails give them about as much to do 
as they can well stand, but, as was re­ 
marked yesterday by one of the Postoffice 
attaches, “ when a steamer arrives it makes 
it warm work, when two arrive it becomes 
hot, when three arrive it is red-hot, and 
when the mails of four steamers require 
handling it is—well—and on Thursday the 
last was the case.” There were mail ar. 
rivals from China, Australia and Portland, 
and a departing mail for China to be han­ 
dled. 
REAL INVENTOR OF TEE STEAMBOAT. 
A statue of Robeit Fulton has been 
erected in the National Hall of Statuary, 
in the capitol, to represent Pennsylvania. 
It was placed in its position yesterday. 
Robert Fulton ia generally credited with 
being the inventor of the steamboat ; and 
by many persons he is also supposed to 
have been a native of New York. Both 
of these notions are erroneous. He was 
not the inventor of the steamboat, and he 
was a native of Pensylvania. The inventor, 
of the steamboat was John Fitch. This 
remarkable man, a native of that part of 
old Windsor that is on the east side of the 
Connecticut river and Í3 now included in 
the newer township of South Windsor, 
conceived the idea of a steamboat while 
living in Philadelphia in 17S4, twenty- 
three years before Fulton started his boat. 
Fitch went ahead with his idea, petitioned 
Congress in 1785 for aid to build his ves­ 
sel, and submitted his model to the Ameri­ 
can Philosophical Society of Philadelphia. 
He received some assistance from individ­ 
uals, went ahead, built a boat, the Perse­ 
verance, and had it in actual operation on 
the Delaware on the 1st of May, 1787. 
His engine was the first double-acting con­ 
densing engine transmitting power by 
means of cranks ever constructed. The 
boat made several trips, up and down the 
river ; but, owing to the difficulty of keep­ 
ing the piston tight against the compara­ 
tively rough interior surface of the cylin­ 
der, the rate was slow—only three miles 
an hour. Fitch then improved it, so that, 
in 17S8, it made eight miles per hour. It 
was then put into regular use on the Dela­ 
ware. Faltón saw it—and in a later year 
saw Fitch’s model in Paris, where the in­ 
ventor had taken it in the vain hope of 
getting French artisans to build a steamer, 
Fulton, who, unlike Fitch, had the im­ 
portant aid of wealthy friends, failed in 
an invention of a submarine torpedo boat. 
Then he undertook, some seventeen years 
after Fitch’s triumphant demonstration on 
the Delaware, to make a steamboat to ply 
on the Seine, at Paris; but it proved a 
total failure. He then went to England 
and Scotlaud, and studied up the mechan­ 
ism of a steam canal towboat, which, built 
on a wrong principle, was trying to do work 
on tbe Clyde. 
Having the means, lie 
bought a powerful engine, of W att’s in­ 
vention, in England, in ISOfi, and sent it 
to tbe United StateF, where, in 1S07, he 
got it at work in the first Hndeon river 
steamer, the Clermont. This boat made 
five miles an hour np stream—not equal to 
Fitch’s boat on the Delaware, twenty years 
before. But Fitch was poor and destined 
always to bitter trials and disappoint­ 
ments. Fulton had powerful friends, and 
obtained unjustly the credit of being the 
inventor of the steamboat. Fitch died in 
disappointment and obscurity in Ken­ 
tucky, by an overdose of opium : Fulton 
goes into the Hall of Statuary in the capi­ 
tol. But history will yet right this matter 
and do justice to John Fitch.—[Hartford 
Daily Times.

FK2QÜS5CY OF CYCLONES. 
The season baa been marked by a great 
number of cyclones and tornadoes in the 
valley of the Missi.-sippi, and by their very 
destructive character. 
No speculation 
avails to throw light upon these convulsions 
of the elements as to their cause, further 
than has been known for long periods. 
Usually the most destructive cyclones oc­ 
cur in the iate summer, and rarely eo early 
in the year as has marked their appearance 
this spring. Iu this respect they are phe­ 
nomenal. The storm of wind moves in 
immense whirls, and the path of the de­ 
stroyer is usually hut from two- hundred 
to three hundred hei in width, but they 
Leva been known to sweep across a coun­ 
try with many miles of front. The center 
of the cyclone is calm, moving forward at 
* comparatively harmless rate. This class 
of storms originates outside the equatorial 
belt, between the tropics, and all cyclones 
nsove toward the poles. Thus, it will have 
been. noticed that iti the reports of these 
destroyers the general tendency has been a 
northwardly movement. The rotation of 
the whirling currents in the northern 
hemisphere is usually from left to right. 
W hile the more violent of the wind-stormB 
of the last few weeks have, so far as we 
can determine from the excited press re­ 
ports, borne all the characteristics of cy­ 
clones, evidently not all have been such. 
The hurricane is capable of doiog just as 
much damage, for the agitation of the 
atmosphere 
is 
frequently 
quite 
as 
violent in the hurricane hb in the 
cyclone. 
The former is, however, a 
storm of development, while the latter 
is marked by greater suddenness. The cy­ 
clone continues on iu its course, which is 
sometimes sinuous, but the hurricane turns 
aud retraces its path not infrequently. The 
cyclone is of brief duretion, and the pre­ 
monitory indications are few, but they are 
many with the hurricane, and its duration 
may extend over many hours. The hurri­ 
cane may blow without a special whirling 
motion or with it, but tho cyclone is al­ 
ways violently rotary. The prevailing au­ 
thority is that all severe wind storms are 
r ratory with an upward spiral movement, 
theory originally promulgated by Poey 
holds that the greatest number of cyclones, 
tornadoes and hurricanes occur in the years 
when the greatest number of sun spots ara 
visible. 
Koppen has shown that the 
greatest amount of heat received from the 
sun varies annually with the sun spots, and 
he infers therefore that the variations in 
aolar heat produce a similar variation in 
terrestrial evaporation and an increased 
tendency to the formatiou of hurricanes. 
The sun -pots observed in the past year 
have been unusually great and large, and 
th e occurrence of these violent atmos­ 
pheric disturbances would tend to estab­ 
lish still more firmly the Poey theory.

He intended to kill with his first 
shot, and whether Elliott got out a pistol 
before the fight was over is a fact or not, 
makes little difference. A Chicago jury 
has acquitted. Dunn, not because he is 
rich, for he is n o t; not because he is influ­ 
ential, for he is but a bully and prize­ 
fighter, and is despised by decent m en; 
but he was acquitted because he was sur­ 
rounded by a gang of ruffians that ia feared. 
In Illinois the jury, unlike the practice in 
California, pass on the questions of law in 
a trial for murder, and that gives it full 
liberty to acquit and cast the blame upon 
the law. It decided then that the law of 
Illinois is just what Dunn claimed in his 
defense, to wit, that if X threatens Y, and 
Y has knowledge of it, then Y, on Bight, 
may pick X off, for it is simply a question 
of which shall get “ the drop” on the 
other. It makes no difference evidently 
that X, who makes the threat, does not at­ 
tempt to carry it out, nor that he is not in 
a threatening attitude when shot, nor that 
he does not seek out Y, but that in fact Y 
goes after him. It amounts to this, if the 
Dunn verdict means anything, that Y may 
“ bunt ” X simply for making the threat, 
and kill him immediately on sighting the 
game. 
Fortunately for humanity, the 
Dunn jury do not lay down the law of all 
the land. 
•• NO FLOWERS.” 
A card of invitation received a day or 
two ago to attend the graduating exercises 
of a class in a young ladies’ collegiate insti 
tuto bore in the corner the words, “ No 
flowers.” They were suggestive of a re 
form that should long since have been made 
effective. 
The practice has been to make 
graduating class exercises too much of a 
show. The intellectual has been lost in dis­ 
play ; the young woman who wore the richest 
robes and received tho largest number 
of rare floral tributes, 
outshone her 
poorer classmates, whose poverty and 
friendliness became all the more apparent 
by contrast, and whose intellectual abili 
ties, if ever so superior, failed to command 
for her attentions and plaudits such as 
were bestowed upon her more favored 
companions. “ No flowers ” should become 
the rule for all school commencements. Let 
the children of rich and poor come forward 
for the certificates they have won, undis 
tinguiBhed by outward forms of approval 
and affection. They should, for once, 
stand upon a level of the breadth of which 
worth should be the only measure. Most 
scho .l social influences should be boxed 
up and put away against the day when the 
pupil is freed from the tutor’s authority. 
There should be no social leading, no social 
ranking in the Bchool, and every matter 
and thing tending to distinguish scholars by 
reason of exterior social relations should be 
rigidly excluded. We like the idea of the 
faculty of that New York college which 
requires the young ladies of the school to 
appear on Commencement day in dresses 
precisely alike, and such as the faculty 
prescribe, and of a very inexpensive char­ 
acter. One of the chief causes that make 
a collegiate or academic course so much 
more expensive to parents for daughters 
than 
for sons is the 
tyranny 
of 
dress. There would seem to be no reason 
why economical toilets should not rule in 
girls’ schools ; why each pupils should not 
be uniformed as well as bays. If the m at­ 
ter of over-dressing in term time and show 
and parade on Commencement day can be 
eliminated, the thoughts of girls will be 
given more Beriouely to study—at least 
their attention will be less drawn from the 
true purposes for which they are in the 
school. Because a young womarf is in 
school, it must not be expected that she 
will be any less moved by a desire to out­ 
shine her comrades, and just as much time 
and thought as is permitted for such rivalry 
is stolen from her studies. The rule adopted 
in many Catholic schools for girls'in this 
country, in many public schools for youDg 
women in England, aud very many girls 
schools in France—that which requires 
pupils to be uniformed, and prohibits any 
distinctive marks to indicate riches or 
poverty, is the proper rule.

CORONERS’ VESDICIS. 
Because of the disclosure ia San Fran­ 
cisco that a brokerage business has been 
carried on in packing Coroners’ juries and 
insuring their verdicts, a disposition has 
been m a'e manifest to renew the warfare 
against the Coroners’ jury system. The 
system has very often been attacked, but 
has for ages withstood all assaults. There 
must be some method of ascertaining the 
causeB of death, where a physician's cer­ 
tificate is not procurable, or where the cir­ 
cumstances of tbe death are snch as to de­ 
mand inquiry into the question to de­ 
termine whether blame is to be placed 
upon any person. The result of the Coro­ 
ner’s inquest can have no influence upon 
the regular course of justice. An inquest 
is held to perpetuate facts as much as to 
disclose them. It is a summary proceed­ 
ing without the restrictions that sursound 
usual legal methods. Those who would 
have the system abolished must present 
something better in its stead, for the in­ 
quiry into the cause of death can never be 
abandoned. If for a jury inquiry they 
would substitute inquiry by designated 
officers, the question of venality would 
not be removed, and the officials named 
would, after all, constitute a jury. The 
jury system is, we believe, the bettor sys­ 
tem and less liable to abuse and corrup­ 
tion than if the inquiry into the cause of 
death is submitted to one or more regular 
officials. It is not a sound reason for as­ 
saulting a system, that bad men in a few 
cases have abused and prostituted it. 


Mr. GLArsTosB has surprised the country by re­ 
fusing to consider the defeat of the affirmation bill 
a rebuke sufficient to justify h¡3 yielding up his 
portfolio. The matter is becoming tiresome. All 
has been said that car be said on either side, and 
there is nothing to be added to tbe argument ad­ 
duced. It is now a question of English stubborn- 
ne-s. Mr. Gladstone, in the estimation of tolerant 
people, occupies the correct position. On Saturday 
we printed extracts from his speech on the bill on 
its fina; call in the Commons, and the selections will 
enable the reader to easily define the broad and 
tolerant position the Premier occupies, and in tak­ 
ing which history will justify him. 
Thk San Fraucisco Bulletin believes that if we 
were rid of the Chinese, small-pox would disappear 
from amongst us.

Further Details of the Northwest Cyclone. 
St. Louis, May 20ih. — Keports from 
Staunton, IU., state that during the tornado 
Friday some d:zen or more graders on the 
Chicago, Springfield and St. Louis Railroad 
were in camp in an orchard when the storm 
came. 
Trees were uprooted and hurled 
agaiust the tents, injuring more or less all in 
them, and killing two. The killed are E. 
Cantwell, a sub-contractor, and Alva Berry, 
aged 14, sou of John Berry, the foreman. 
Fatally injured—Florence Berfy, daughter of 
foreman Berry; George Burns; Arthur Rob­ 
inson, aged 4, son of the sutler of the grading 
party. Badly injured—Minnie Berry, sged 
12, another daughter of foreman Berry; 
William Smith ; August Johnson ; Ed. Caut- 
well, son of the sub contractor ; Mike Shea, 
James Riley, Mike Butler—all members ot 
the railroid party. Iu addition to these, 
Mrs. LivingatoD, Joseph and Carson Cabine 
and James Dugan, farmers, are seriously 
wounded. The badly injured are being cared 
fcr by farmers living near by. The seriously 
injured were taken to the hospital at Litch­ 
field. The storm raged with great violence 
in the territory embraced between a line 
drawn from Keokuk to Danville, and another 
line from St. Louis to Vincennes. There seem 
to have been throe distinct sforms in Illinois, 
eo many were the towns attacked. Among 
the damaged points are Eaton, Edwardsville, 
Grafton, Springfield, Shipman, Havana, 
Hillsboro, Pans, 
Nokomep, Litchfield. 
Bunker Hill and Shelby ville. The loss of 
property is much more serious in this district 
than on the Missouri eide of the river. In 
the neighborhood of Wentsville theetorm did 
frightful havoc. About a mile from Wents­ 
ville the house of Mrs. Richards was blown 
away, and her son Jame?, 18 years old, and a 
child of 3 yeare, were tatally injured. A 
number of farm houses were wrecked and the 
occupants injured.

EFFECTS OF THE STOBM IN MISSOURI. 
St. Louis, May 20tb.—Friday night’s tor­ 
nado plowed through three counties in Mis­ 
souri—Mi ntgomery, Warren and St. Charles. 
Besides destroying a large amount of prcp- 
erty, it killed and wounded over twenty peo­ 
ple. The greatest destruction was wrought 
in St. Charles county, where a large number 
of farmhouses and other buildings were lev­ 
eled. Douglas Luekett, his wife and two 
daughter?, were all fatally injured. John 
Jenkins was killed and his two sons fatally 
injured. In the neighborhood of Floristel, 
St. Charles county, end thence for filteen 
miles into Warren county, the track of the 
storm is traced hy numerous wrecks, ^ n d 
about twenty people were more or less in­ 
jured. On Dog prairie several large 'and 
cosily homes, and barnr[loadeii with grain, 
were demolished. On Allen prairie dwellings 
and onthauies met the same fate. On L 'Ultra 
Island, in the Missouri river, a number of 
miles southwest of any of tho above points, 
the storm totally destroyed five dwellings 
and all the ou'houses. The losses in the 
three counties will run up into hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
In Illinois the storm raged in about the 
same manner it did in Missouri, the chief 
damage, however, being to country property, 
it striking no town of any considerable size. 
In -the vicinity of Edwardsville three resi­ 
dences were utterly wrecked. Mrs. Frank 
Maxey was instantly killed in the wreck of 
her father’s bouse. M. K. Barnett and all 
the other members of his family wero injured. 
A wril on the place* containing twenty feet 
of water, was sucked perfectly dry. W olf’s 
store at Hamol, a few miles from Edwards- 
ville, was blown to pieces, and four persons 
killed—names not known. At Wcodsboro

Iu Dowitt county nine houses 
were destroyed near Kinney, several others 
in Texas township, and three persons, named 
Clifton, killed, and about a aozen baJly in­ 
jured. The house of a man named McPher­ 
son, containing six persons, was lifted into 
the air, carried 1G0 fee1', set down agaiü, and 
nobody received a scratch. 
VESSELS ASHOBE. 
M ilw a u k ee (Win.), May 20 th,—The 
schooner Lillie E„ of Mamistee, laden with 
180,000 feet of lumber, went ashore at a late 
hour to-night, a mils south of the life-saving 
station. Her crew of men, and Captain 
Charles Brooks, of Chicago, were rescued. 
At an early hour this morning another large 
unknown vessel went ashoro five miles south 
of the Lillie E, 
Flood and Loss of Life. 
D sadw ood (D. T ), May 20tb.—A storm 
began here yesterday morning with the high­ 
est water ever known. Whitewoxl stream 
runs through tbe heart of the city. Tho 
channel was cut 100 yards wide, aad every­ 
thing wcut before the flood. Ail the town up 
the gnlcb is badly damsged. Pennington is 
entirely gone. The ve.ilay is flooded, aud 
half of Spearfish washed away. Crook City 
is nearly all gone. The water is new falling, 
tfcou.h there is much scow in the mountains 
yet. George Chandler arid wife and two un­ 
known men are known to be drowned. The 
loss is ronghly estimated at 5000,000. Rope 
and basket communication has been estab­ 
lished between the two parts of the city. 
ANGTHEB ACCOUNT. 
B ism abck, May 20th.—A Tribune special 
gives additional facts as to the Hood at Dead- 
wood. The heavy snow aud flood reported 
some days ago in a dispatch fr. m Stevenson 
was at Deadwood. Rain had fallen almost 
every day for a month, making the roads im­ 
passable and saturating the ground thorough­ 
ly with water. This was followed by a heavy 
fall of snow, which disappeared rapidly un­ 
der a heavy, warm rain Friday night and 
Saturday. The gulches or valleys in the hills 
are from a few hundred feet to probably a 
quarter of a mile wide. Deadwood is at the 
j nnctiou of Wiiitewood and Daadwood gulches. 
Numerous gulches in this case emptied their 
accumulation of water from the mountains 
into these two main gulches, and gave a vol­ 
ume of water that rushed down the White- 
wood gulch in resistir sa force. Central City, 
Anchor City and Golden Gate are on Dead- 
wood gulch, above Deadwood City. The 
greater portion of Central City would be 
above the fljod, but for Anchor City and 
Golden Gate there was no escape, There, 
however, tho gulch is not over six hundred 
feet wide. Deadwocd is a town of 5,000 
people. The main residence portion of the 
city is from one to three hundred feet above 
tbe gulch, and the main business portion was 
also above the danger lice. The portion de­ 
stroyed was occupied by cheap tenement 
houses and second-class 
hotels, 
laun­ 
dries, small 
trader?, 
sporting houses, 
livery stable?, 
etc. 
Some 
buildings 
were bnilt over the stream, which at its ordi­ 
nary etage was but a few feet wide. Its 
locality was avoided, however, by shrewder 
interests, for the danger wa3 recognized. Iu 
this case timely warning was given by means 
of the telephone system existing in the Hills, 
and the most valuable articles were removed. 
So far but thiee bodies have been recovered, 
but it is now believed that the loss of life has 
be-n great. The wild excitement was only 
equaled by that < f the time of the fire. Horse­ 
men wero rushing ia every direction, and 
hastily loaded vehicles jostled each other. 
When the flood camo it carried everything, 
excepting the most substantial building?, be­ 
fore it. The loss in Deadwood will reach 
5700,000. Golden Gate. Anchor City, 
Central City, Scuih Bend and Crook 
City are heavy loser?. Several of the 
mills in Deadwood gulch were destroyed, and 
the damage to the mines by the flood cannot 
be repaired for several week3. All the roads 
are impagable, and trains were forced to 
suspend on the Hills Railroad because it wss 
impossible to get wood to the stations. The 
Methodist church and public school building 
were among those destroyed at Deadwood; 
also Miller’s fireproof warehouse. One hun­ 
dred houses are known to have been washed 
away. Five lives were lost, and three bodies 
have been recoveiet Among the drowned 
were George Chandler and wife and a man 
named Brindley. Spearfish and Rapid are 
broader valleys, the fortrcr from two to 
twelve miles wide. The flood was not so de­ 
structive there, but the damage was serious, 
nevertheless.

Marbury, Consul for the Brit­ 
ish Goveiment, saying: “ I am instructed 
by Tynan to inform whomsoever it may 
concern that he has not obtrnded himself on 
the public notice ; neither has he been hiding, 
and that on au intimation of the undersigned 
he will promptly present himself to the Mar­ 
shal to ao and abide by whatever laws tbe 
United States may require of him.’’ Mr. 
Marbury replied : “ I certainly have received 
no instruction to take any proceedings for 
his arrest, ano no warrant has therefore been 
applied for to produce Tynan whenever 
called for. I beg leave to state that if occa­ 
sion should arise I will further communicate 
with you.” "There is another Tynan of 
whom I have seen some notices of in the 
paper?,” said Pryor ; “ hut as to him I may 
also say that I have received no instructions 
or taken any proceedings.” 
Homicide In a Texas Postofttre. 
Galveston, May 40th.—The News' Henri­ 
etta special says: C. M. Burgess, who killed 
R. M. Donnelly last November, was shot and 
killed to-day by W. R. Curtis, the cotton 
king, one of the largest stock owners in 
Texas, at the Poatoffice during the delivery 
of the mail. Burgess, it is stated, shoved 
Curtis roughly aside, and hot words ensued. 
Burgess tried to draw his revolver, but Curtis 
was quicker, and shot Burgess, who turned 
and stsggered toward the door, Curtis still 
firing on him. Burgess took only a few steps, 
and fell dead two feet from where he killed 
Donnelly. Two men were accidentally 
wounded, but it is not thought seriously. 
Curtis at onco surrendered himself to the 
authorities, and requested an immediate trial. 
He sent word from the jail to tho wounded 
men that he would pay all their expenses for 
the tinse in bed, and if permanently injured 
would fully provide for them. Burgess in­ 
tended to kill Curtis at the time of the sheet­ 
ing of Donnelly, and is alleged to have threat­ 
ened Curtis’ life on several occasions. Public 
sentiment is entirely with Curtis. 
Two Men Crushed by an Engine. 
Chippewa Falls (Wis.), May 20th.—Two 
laborers in tbe employ of the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis a;nl Omaha Railroad wore 
fatally crushed to-day under the wheels of an 
ergine of the Chippewa Falls and Western 
Company, driven across the grade of the 
Oaoaha road to otstiu'.'t their works. The 
Omaha people were attempting the crossing, 
and had placed a crew of their mea with 
rails so placed as to ditch the incoming 
Western Company’s train before it reached 
their grade, ihe Western Superintendent 
was on the engine, and bade the men to get 
out of the way or they weu’d be crushed. 
The Omaha officials ordered the men to hold 
their ground, and have no fear of the result. 
The engine came back with terrific force and 
fatal results. No arrests have been made, 
1’rlzc Fight In Indiana, 
Chicago, May 20th.—Early this morning 
about 200 members of the sporting fraternity

The Apaches—G eneral Crook. 
Chihuahua (M ex ), May 19th.—Sixty In­ 
dians coming from the United States passed 
near Carmes on the 19ib, At M aine’s pass 


they killed one mari and beheaded him, and 
some miles from tñ'e scene of tha murder, 
threw bis head away. A Mexican was also 
murdered near San Lorenzo. They killed 
one Mexican and wounded another at San 
Buenaventura. In San Lorenzo they killed 
two mere. They are under command of 
Chief Chata. These points lie some forty 
miles west of the Mexican Central Railroad, 
midway between here and El Paso. Captain 
Jones was dispatched from here with between 
200 and 300 men to meet this band. Another 
detachment was S6nt from Casa Grande, 250 
miles from here, where General Goeva is sta­ 
tioned with 1,400 troops. The Indians are 
flying toward tbe Sierra Madre, with the 
Mexican troops in hot pursuit. Tbe citizens 
of that section are the best Indian fighters 
known. They are aronsed and in the field. 
Tbere is no official news from General 
Crook. It ia feared that his Indian allies 
have betrayed him, but as news would reach 
him in thirty hours, aud as the Mexican peo­ 
ple and authorities are most friendly to his 
presence, tbe general impression is that his 
movements are kept secret for a purpose, and 
that the news of a decided and favorable 
blow struck by him will be first heard. 
A .Mysterious Box. 
London, May 20th.—A box with fuse at­ 
tached was discovered ou the steps of the 
Petersborough Cathedral tc-day. When ex­ 
amined at the police station, it was found to 
contain four bottles filled with various col­ 
ored liquid?, together with many wires and 
springs.

aUSiC OF OSE HUiiDRED YEARS ASO. 
Music ia a better test of the moral cult­ 
ure of an age than its painting or its sculpt­ 
ure, or even its architecture. Music, by 
its nature, is ubiquitous, as much almost as 
poetry itseif, in one sense more so, for its 
vernacular tongue is common to mankind. 
Music in its nature is social, it can enter 
every home, it is not the privilege of the 
rich ; and thus it belongs to the Bocial and 
domestic life of a people, as painting and 
sculpture, the arts cf the few, never have 
done or can do. It touches the heart and 
character as the arts of form have never 
sought to do, at least in the modern world. 
When we test the civilization of an age by 
its art we should look to its music next to 
its poetry, and sometimes even more than 
to its poetry. Critics who talk about the 
debasement of the age when church ward­ 
ens built those mongrel temples must as­ 
suredly be deaf. Those church wardens 
and the rest of the congregation wept as 
they listened to Handel and Alozart. One 
wearies of hearing how grand and precious 
a time is ours, now that we can draw a 
cornflower right. Music is the art of tho 
eighteenth c-ntury, the art wherein it 
Btauds supremo in the ages ; perfect, com­ 
pleto and self-created. The whole gamut 
of music (except the plain song, part song, 
dance and mass) is the creation of the 
eighteenth century; opera, sonata, con­ 
certo, symphony, oratorio ; and the full 
uses of instrumentation, harmony, air, 
chora?, march and fugue, ail belong to that 
age. If one thinks of the patho3 of those 
great songs, of tho majesty of those full 
choirs, of the inexhaustible melody of 
their operas, and al! that Bach, Han dell, 
Haydn, Alozart, Gluck and the early years 
of Beethoven gave us, it is strange to hear 
that that age waB dead to art. Neither 
the age which gave us the Madonnas and 
the Siatine, nor the age which gave us 
Reims and W estminster Abbey, nor even 
the age which gave us the Parthenon, did 
more for humanity than the age to which 
we owe the oratorios aud the operas, the 
sonatas, symphonies and masses of the 
great age of music. Not merely was mu­ 
sic of the highest order produced, not 
merely did that age create almost all the 
great orders of music, but the generation 
gave itself to music with a passion Ruch as 
marked all ages wherein art reaches its 
zenith. 
W hen Hsndel and Buononcini, 
Gluck and Piccinni, Farinelli and Caffa- 
relli divided the town, it waB not with the 
languid partisanship which amuses our 
leisure, but with the passions of the Red 
and Green factions in the circus of Byzan­ 
tium, England, it is . true, bad few musi­ 
cians of its own, but Handel is for practi­ 
cal purposes au English musician, aud the 
great Italian Bingera and the great German 
masters were never more truly at home 
than when surrounded by English admi­ 
rers. Oar people bore their fair share in 
this new birth of art, especially if our na­ 
tional anthem was really the product of 
this age. Aud not our people only, but 
the men of culture, of rank, of power aud 
the Court itself. And the story that the 
King caused the whole house to rise when 
the hallelujah chorus was heard is a happy 
symbol of the enthusiasm of the time.

HENRY CLAY AND HIS INDIANA WINE. 
W riting of wine reminds me that the 
first made in the W est was at Vevay, Ind., 
whsre the first settlers—Swiss, if I mistake 
not, to remind them of their old home— 
planted the vine and raised grapes and 
pressed them into wine. Theirexperiment 
was a success, and when this was assured 
a few bottles of the first vintage was sent 
as a present to Henry Clay, at that time, 
and, indeed, in all time, the peculiar eulo­ 
gist and friend of the great West. The 
gift of this wine to Mr. Clay gave rise to a 
humorous incident much talked of at the 
time, and which Mr. Clay, it is said, ac­ 
knowledged to be founded on fact. The 
wine he found to be really excellent. Two 
bottles he resolved to take with him to 
Washington to Bhow his fellow-members 
how great a wine country the Western 
States would be in the near future. He 
had the bottles carefully put in what he 
supposed to be a secure place in his cellar, 
for transmission to Washington the suc­ 
ceeding December, when he went to Con­ 
gress. So careful was Mr. Clay of the 
precious contents that, traveling in his car­ 
riage, he allowed no one to handle the bot­ 
tles except himself. The precious liquor 
he presented to Mr. Madison, then Presi­ 
dent, and they were opened at a grand 
dinner given to Mr. Clay and to hia native 
wine. Explaining the fact that the grapes 
were grown and the wine pressed on the 
Ohio river, a small portion was poured out 
for each guest. Most of those tasting it 
said it was very good; others that it was 
exquisite. A W estern member, an honest 
old farmer, said nothing. Air. Clay, who 
had not tasted the wine, asked his col­ 
league what he thought of it. “ It may 
be very good wine,” was the reply, "b u t 
to me it tastes like Kentucky whisky, and 
very poor stuff at that.” Mr. Clay seized 
a glass, and, tasting it, it flashed throngh 
his mind how and why it had been tam­ 
pered with. His sons had discovered its 
hidiDg place in the cellar and had drank 
the contents of both bottles and filled 
them with whisky. For a moment after 
the discovery Mr. Clay war speechless, but 
by the time the roars of laaghter had sub­ 
sided he was ready for the emergency, and 
told how, as he supposed, and by whom 
the change from wine to whisky had bean 
made. And he spoke, too, of the great 
care he had taken to prevent the bottles 
from being broken during the entire jour­ 
ney from his home to Washington. This 
he did in a manner so humorous that not a 
man present regretted the loss of the wine, 
and no dinner party of that day, or per­ 
haps since, gave rise to as much real fun as 
that of President Madison to Mr. Clay and 
his Vevay (Indiana) wine. The boys at 
home were not punished for the trick per­ 
petrated, and in after life Mr. Clay need to 
tell of it as one of tha be3t jokes of the 
season, although perpetrated at his ex­ 
pense.—[Cor. Cincinnati Enquirer.

THE ORAKG, CHIMPANZEE AND GORILLA 
Tbe orang is perhaps one of the most 
celebrated of apes. The average hight is 
about 44 feet. The ann3 are relatively 
long, but the lege are by no means dispro­ 
portionately developed. The thumb and 
great toe aro shortened, and the foot can­ 
not be placed Hat ou the ground. Tho 
orang is a vegetable feeder, and appears to 
be of quiet and peaceful disposition, al­ 
though when driven to bay, as in incidents 
related by A. T. Wallace, this ape may 
prove itself to be a most formidable oppo­ 
nent. The chimpanzee and gorilla are in­ 
cluded in one genus (Troglodytes), and in­ 
habit the same region, namely, the inter­ 
tropical parts of W estern Africa. The go­ 
rilla (Troglodytes gorilla) ia by far the 
largest of the mac-like apes, the average 
hight being about five feet, or even more. 
The erect posture is readily assumed by the 
gorilla, the foot being broad, and capable 
of supporting the weight cf the body. 
The aspect of the gorilla Í3 both terrifying 
and repulsive. The great shaggy head, the 
overarching eyebrows and their ridges, the 
full glaring eyes, the prominent and widely 
separated nostrils, and the implied muscu­ 
larity of jaws and body justly serve to 
reads? this great apo a formidable antago­ 
nist to his higher neighbor, maa himself. 
The two living specimens of th3 gorilla 
which I have had the opportunity of in­ 
specting were both youDg forms. One of 
these was the famous Pongo, which was 
exhibited in London some years ago. The 
other specimen was a still younger gorilla, 
whose acquaintance I made in Liverpool in 
1SS1. Rotkspecimens were tame, Pungo be­ 
ing particularly playful and demonstrative. 
But even in the young condition there was 
no mistaking the air of latent ferocity 
which these apes possessed, and the un­ 
certain tempers of each specimen bore tes­ 
timony to the strongly and purely animal 
nature which a few additional years would 
doubtless have developed in all its typical 
strength. 
The chimpanzee (Troglodytes 
niger) attains an average hight of 41 tec-t, 
and ia usually larger than the orang. In 
many respects, and especially in its mental 
aspect, this ape 13 the most man-like of the 
anthropoid species. Tiie erect posture is 
readily assumed either in standing or in 
walking, and the habitual attitude of these 
apes, namely, that of resting on the 
knuckles, is perhaps most typically sec-n in 
the chimpanzee. The thumb and great toe 
exhibit a full development.—[The Gentle­ 
man’s Magazine.

After c msiderable discussion the Club 6us- 1 
tained the ruling of the judges. 
Charles Coward came before the meeting 
and asked to bs heard. Hejstatfd that Mr. 
Ed8on advised him to s&ve|his horse for the 
third heat. He claimed that he did not know 
there was a rule against throwing off the de­ 
cisive heat, but was always of the opinion 
that a driver could lay up a heat any time. 
He said he laid np the second beat, but came 
for the third heat the best he knew how. He 
stated that it was the second two mile race 
he ever drove, and that ha could and would 
have taken the second heat if he knew it was 
against the rules of the Association. Mr. 
Coward was asked some very pertinent ques­ 
tions. and his appearance before the Board 
did him no good. 
Oa motion Mr. Young was donated §216, the 
amount of the first money had the race been 
completed. . Some member then moved to 
vote Sadie S. the third money, bnt his motion 
recsived no second and he was frowned down. 
By a vote of the dub Mr. Youcg was com­ 
pletely exonerated from any complicity with 
the alíete d fraud.
